An Electric Light Tower Blown to 


1 the Groitnd,- 


Another Batch of Bills Presented in 


the Assembly, 


Gale at Donver. 


January 18.—A Mjvqio electric 


storm acconipnnled by high wind prevailed 
hero to-day. Kn eral buildings were unroofed 
and the walls ot several others In the, comse 
of erection blown over. The wind wiis at lu* 
height at about 10 o'clock, when It reached a 
velocltj of 00 miles per hour. The roof of 
tbe exposition building was damaged to the 
extent of 5300. No loss of life is reported. 


This evening's Times, in Its account of the 


storm, says: The most violent gale and dust 
storm ever known In Denver prevailed nearly 
all lh« ttircnoon 
The wind was so frtrong aa 


to seriously Impede pedestrians and the fly lug 
dti-<i nnd MiiaH purtlcjes of sand were sent so 
sav igel) Into persons' 1j es that nearly every- 
one who wan niifoitiinate, enouuh tope out 
sought jiroteetlnn under the first cover 
that oflertd Itself. At one time..the wind at- 
tained a velocity of sixty miles nil hour 
Chimuejs swajed and tott* red and a few nf 
them Tell; signs swung lo and fro so desper- 
ately that It made one tremble, as he. walked 
under them. These, added to the unpleasain> 
ueos 01 me wind and dust, made It a real dan 
ger to life In being on the streets 
Ketnil 


trade was st?gnaled. Ladles who had vcn 
tured out to do a morning's shopping either 
retraced their steps or sought refuge In the 
bouse of some friend. It was impossible to 
escape from the dust even if one had got In- 
doors. It crept in under1 tbe "windows and 
through dozens of little cracks that had never 
been noticed before. At 11 o'clock the streets 
were almost deserted and business wax at a 
standstill. 'Ihe wind died down at 1 and 
the remainder of the day, -while blusterous, 
wa$ not so disagreeable nor dangerous as it 
iv as in tho forenoon. 


About a quarter past ten o'clock this morn- 


ing the electric light tower In West Denver 
was blown dowu, aud falling across a resi- 
dence smashed it to pieces and came near 
killing Its occupants. The towel was located 
on the alley between Curtis and Champa and 
10th and llth streets, near Curtis. It was 
constructed of wood, wltli tbe exception ot 
the top rigging, which was of Iron. It was 
very tall, being nearly 200 feet high. Just at 
the time when Ihe wind was strongest tho 
(our timtxre which supported It b.oke off 
about twenty feet above the s.oun«J, and fall- 
Ins broke ««'y timber In It and smashed, 
everything In Its way. Fortunately there was 
but one house in Its track, tliat of Mr. Jolm 
Armstrong, at No. 34« llth street. The house 
wasaonfrstory frame," compoKd of several 
divisions. At tho back put was a low double 
addition of two rooms, which were used as a 
kitchen and dining room. Luckily, the fam- 
ily, composed of Mrs. Armstrong, her four 
children «nd a servant girl, were 1u tbew 
rooms when the house was struck. The tower 
fell across the front part of the building, and 
had any one been lull ho or she would have

the lights An the tower struck the center of 
the parlor and went completely through It, 
crushing everything in Its way. All that was 
In the house »ns either badly damaged or en- 
tirely destroyed. When the tower fell it 
uade a K>eat noise, and the neighbors, seeing 
he house so badly demollsbed, jumped to th« 
•oncltrslon that those within It nere killed. 
Messengers were dispatched for Mr. Arui- 
itrong, and Mr. Wheeler, who hads'«rted to 
he ««st side, met Officer Ellsworth and sent 
ilm after a physician. 
But 
when tbe 


lector arrived ho found that beyond a 
severe shoclyio one is hurt. Two or three 
persons who wore passing in front of the 
house at tbo tlmo of Iho accident narrowly 
sscaped the pieces of wood that were flying 
in every direction. It |WM certainly a very 
natiow escape, and now that tbe tower has 
fallen without hurting anyone Mr. Armstrong 
ind his neighbors look upon It as fortunate 
rather thaft otherwise. This Is not tho first 
time that tbo tower has frightened the'oelgh- 
Jorhood. Last spring, during n windy dny, 
Jt was saved from blowing down only by se- 
:urely fastening It by ropcj. 
The ro- 


ualns of the toner are only lit tor kindling 
wood,-while the. house'an< contents are al- 
most completely destroyed. Tho tower will 
probably be rebuilt of Iron pipe.
